THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hooksett  in  the 
County  of  Merrimack  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Hooksett  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  (13th)  day 
of  March,  next,  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon, 
action  upon  the  following  subjects  will  be  at  eleven  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon.  Polls  will  close  at  6:30 
P.  M. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  a  discount 
of  two  per  cent  (2%)  on  all  taxes,  except  poll  taxes, 
paid  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  (15th)  day  of  July,  and 
to  grant  the  Selectmen  authority  to  extend  this  date  if 
unable  to  get  tax  rate  from  State  Tax  Commission  as 
of  July  1st. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  all  Trust 
Funds  not  before  accepted. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  the  1951  taxes,  to  be 
repaid  therefrom. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Town 
Treasurer,  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees,  or  other 
officers  heretofore  chosen  or  appointed  and  to  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Town 
Budget  Committee. 

8.  To  hear  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Bud- 
get in  whole  or  in  part. 


9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  seventy-five  ($75.00)  dollars  to 
be  used  by  the  Merrill-Follansbee  Post  No.  37,  Ameri- 
can Legion  of  Hooksett  for  Memorial  Day  and  Armis- 
tice Day  ceremonies,  as  petitioned  for  by  Walter  L. 
Murray  and  thirteen  (13)  others. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  five  hundred  forty-two  dollars  and 
sixteen  ($542.16)  cents;  the  State  to  furnish  two  thou- 
sand one  hundred  sixty-eight  dollars  and  sixty-two 
($2,168.62)  cents,  the  same  to  be  expended  under  the 
State  Highway  Department  for  Class  V  town  road 
assistance,  or  take  action  relative  thereto. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  ($100.00)  dol- 
lars, to  the  Merrimack  Valley  Region  Association  for 
the  purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural 
advantages  and  resources  of  the  Town  in  co-operation 
with  the  other  thirty-seven  communities  in  this  Re- 
gion, or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  eight  hundred  and  fifty  ($850.00) 
dollars  to  increase  the  Fire  Department's  appropria- 
tion from  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty 
($2,150.00)  dollars  to  three  thousand  ($3,000.00)  dol- 
lars as  petitioned  for  by  Leo  Sasseville,  and  eighteen 
(18)  others. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  provide  an  addi- 
tional polling  place  in  the  South  end  of  the  Town 
namely,  Lincoln  Park  District,  as  petitioned  for  by 
Robert  A.  Dionne  and  twenty-three  (23)  others. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  town 
warrants  read  and  acted  upon  on  the  Saturday  follow- 
ing the  second  Tuesday  in  March  at  10  A.  M.,  so  that 
a  majority  of  the  taxpayers  will  be  able  to  be  present, 
as  petitioned  for  by  Herbert  J.  LaSalle  and  fifteen  (15) 
others. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  forty  ($240.00) 
dollars  per  year  as  a  supplement  to  the  salary  of  the 


Overseer  of  the  Poor.  This  has  been  taken  care  of 
by  the  County  over  a  period  of  years,  but  dropped  this 
year  in  an  economy  program  of  the  County,  as  peti- 
tioned for  by  Charles  E.  Woodbury,  O.  of  P. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adjust  the  hourly 
wage  of  the  road  agent  so  that  he  shall  receive  one 
dollar  and  twenty-five  ($1.25)  cents  per  hour:  and  ad- 
just the  wages  of  laborers  working  for  the  road  agent 
so  that  they  will  receive  one  ($1.00)  dollar  per  hour, 
as  petitioned  for  by  Herbert  J.  LaSalle  and  fourteen 
(14)  others. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  ($250.00) 
dollars,  to  build  and  maintain  a  water-hole  near  a 
thickly  settled  section  approximately  one  (1)  mile 
from  Hooksett  Village  on  Hackett  Hill,  as  petitioned 
for  by  Frank  D.  Cate  and  eighteen  (18)  others. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  six  hundred  ($600.00)  dollars,  to 
resurface  and  coat  with  asphalt  a  portion  of  Jacob 
Avenue,  starting  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  near  Joseph  Al- 
ton's driveway  and  continuing  in  a  southerly  direction 
for  as  many  feet  as  this  amount  will  cover,  as  peti- 
tioned for  by  John  H.  Riddle  and  ten  (10)  others. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate approximately  two  hundred  and  five 
($205.00)  dollars,  to  install  six  (6)  lights  on  Smyth 
Road,  as  petitioned  for  by  Aaron  SanSoussi  and  thirty 
(30)  others.

Road  made  wider  and  resurfaced  as  petitioned  for  by 
Alfred  Rousseau  and  forty  (40)  others. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate approximately  two  hundred  ($200.00)  dol- 
lars to  extend  the  garbage  collection  to  include  Smyth 
Road  and  the  Turnpike,  as  petitioned  for  by  Alfred 
Rousseau  and  forty-six  (46)  others. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate approximately  fifty  ($50.00)  dollars  to  ex-

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  two  thousand  twenty-five 
($2025.00)  dollars,  being  the  amount  estimated  by  the 
road  agent  as  necessary  to  widen  the  roadbed,  extend 
the  culvert  and  eliminate  existing  dangerous  curves  on 
the  Benton  Road,  so  called,  between  the  Daniel  Webster 
Highway  and  the  Martin's  Ferry  Road,  as  petitioned 
for  by  Laura  Vaudreuil  and  sixty-one  ( 61 )  others. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  two  thousand  eighty  ($2080.00)

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


FOREST  FIRE  PREVENTION  PAYS  DIVIDENDS 

Most  forest  fires  are  preventable  bcause  someone  is 
responsible  for  them.  State  records  for  1950  show 
94  %  of  632  fires  resulted  from  human  perverseness  and 
carelessness.  Refusal  to  secure  the  required  warden 
permit  before  burning;  failure  to  use  good  judgment, 
lack  of  equipment  and  assistance  while  burning;  care- 
lessness in  smoking  and  poorly  conditioned  woods 
equipment  (trucks,  tractors,  etc.)  resulted  in  a  total  of 
6090.6  burned  acres  with  a  loss  of  $63,949.10  in  valu- 
able property. 

Fortunately,  these  human  factors  can  be  dealt  with 
because  people  can  be  reached.  This  the  local  forest 
fire  warden  tries  to  do  by  informing  his  fellow  citizens 
that  everyone  must: — 

1.  Secure  a  written  permit  to  burn  in  or  near  wood- 
lands when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

2.  Use  good  judgment  in  burning  and  have  enough 
equipment  and  assistance  to  keep  fire  under  con- 
trol at  all  times. 

3.  Be  careful  when  smoking  in  or  near  woodlands 
and  refrain  from  throwing  lighted  material  from 
automobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  all  equipment  used  in  the 
woods  is  in  good  condition.

The  above  table  shows  the  increase  in  the  enroll- 
ment since  1946-47.  This  data  was  taken  from  actual 
register  figures.  Therefore,  this  table  is  a  true  picture 
of  the  gain  in  the  number  of  children  from  1946  to 
1951.  The  last  column  shows  the  number  expected 
to  be  present  when  school  opens  in  September  1951. 
These  figures  are  based  primarily  on  the  school  census 
which  shows  very  definitely  that  the  number  of  chil- 
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dren  in  the  public  schools  of  Hooksett  will  be  very 
close  to  300,  with  the  possibility  of  more. 

It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  something  must  be 
done  before  September  1951  because  of  the  size  of  the 
classes  and  the  inadequacy  of  room  space.  Let  us  look 
at  the  facts.  According  to  the  data  in  our  possession, 
there  are  two  possibilities  for  a  solution : 

1.  Build  an  addition  on  the  Village  School  and 
transport  all  children  to  that  building. 

2.  Reassign  pupils  to  the  various  schools.  By  this 
we  mean  that  we  must  take  the  overflow  from  Martin's 
Corner  and  transport  it  either  to  the  Lincoln  Park 
School  or  the  Village  School.  Again  we  have  two  solu- 
tions : 

A.  If  the  overflow  at  Martin's  Corner  is 
transported  to  the  Village  School,  another 
room  must  be  constructed  within  the 
building  and  another  teacher  must  be 
hired. 

B.  If  these  pupils  are  transported  to  the  Lin- 
coln Park  School,  the  same  congestion 
now  existing  at  Martin's  will  occur. 

Under  present  economic  conditions  when  the  greater 
part  of  the  building  materials  are  being  channeled  to 
the  defense  effort  and  other  national  emergencies,  an 
addition  at  this  time  seems  out  of  place  if  we  can  pos- 
sibly solve  the  problem  in  any  other  way. 

Reassignment  of  the  pupils  in  the  district  would 
seem  to  be  the  next  possibility.  This  means  that  the 
School  Board  would  have  to  check  the  residence  of 
every  pupil  and  transport  or  send  each  pupil  to  the 
nearest  school  with  the  least  congestion.  This  method 
is  very  drastic,  but  nevertheless,  it  is  a  solution  if  the 
taxpayers  refuse  to  make  some  capital  changes.  How- 
ever, if  this  reassignment  is  carried  out  we  shall  be 
faced  with  two  possibilities  to  be  completed  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  School  Board.  First,  transport  either 
to  the  Lincoln  Park  School,  or,  second,  to  the  Village 
School.  If  the  overflow  at  both  Martin's  and  the  Vil- 
lage Schools  are  transported  to  Lincoln  Park,  we  shall 
have  a  condition  similar  to  the  one  now  existing  at 
Martin's.     If  transportation  is  made  to  the  Village 
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School,  it  will  be  necessary  to  construct  a  room  in  the 
basement. 

It  would  seem  that  whatever  is  to  be  done,  money 
will  have  to  be  spent  with  the  approval  of  the  taxpayer. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  best  solution  would  be  to 
take  the  children  in  one  grade  at  Martin's  and  combine 
them  with  a  similar  grade  at  the  Village  School,  con- 
struct another  room  in  the  basement  of  the  Village 
School,  and  hire  another  teacher  to  take  care  of  the 
overflow  or  some  combination  thereof.  This  solution 
would  cost  approximately  $6000.00  including  equip- 
ment. 

The  Budget 

Probably  the  greatest  single  factor  in  any  school 
report  is  the  budget.  This  is  true  every  year.  It  is 
especially  true  this  year  because  every  man,  woman, 
and  child  in  the  town  has  felt  the  steady  increase  in 
prices  and  the  ever  growing  rise  in  the  cost  of  living. 
This  problem  was  constantly  in  mind  in  making  up  the 
present  budget,  but  there  are  some  items  over  which 
the  town  has  very  little  control  because  of  existing 
laws.  With  the  increase  in  prices,  it  is  very  plain, 
therefore,  that  there  are  many  things  that  the  children 
require  which  must  be  placed  in  the  budget.  Every 
possible  effort  was  made  to  reduce  items  when  the 
situation  seemed  to  warrant  such  a  reduction. 

You  are  all  familiar  with  the  fact  that  the  tuition 
to  Manchester  Central  has  increased  from  $190.00  to 
$250.00  per  pupil  for  the  coming  year;  from  $250.00  to 
$275.00  per  pupil  at  Concord;  and  will  undoubtedly 
reach  $225.00  per  pupil  at  Pembroke  Academy.  With 
approximately  75  pupils  attending  high  school,  it  is 
not  difficult  to  understand  why  this  item  in  the  budget 
must  be  increased  to  meet  the  rising  number  of  chil- 
dren who  are  attending  secondary  school. 

If  enrollments  continue  to  increase,  more  teachers 
must  be  hired  to  meet  the  situation.  This  means,  then, 
that  the  School  Board  and  the  citizens  of  the  town  must 
make  sure  that  good  teachers  are  hired  and  are  ade- 
quately paid. 

Of  the  other  items — retirement,  books  and  supplies, 
repairs  and  replacements,  new  equipment,  and  the  per 
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capita  tax  have  taken  the  lion's  share  of  the  increases. 
They  have  all  been  based,  however,  on  the  increased 
enrollments  and  the  needs  which  grow  out  of  such 
increases. 

State  Aid  to  Education 

Another  significant  factor  in  the  budgets  of  all  the 
towns  in  the  state  this  year  is  the  matter  of  State  Aid 
to  Education.  There  will  be  no  state  aid  for  Hooksett 
this  year,  but  the  State  Board  of  Education  is  placing 
before  the  1951  Legislature  a  new  state  aid  formula 
under  which  the  town  of  Hooksett  will  receive 
$19,290.53  if  the  bill  meets  favorably  with  the  Repre- 
sentatives. Under  this  bill  the  town  will  be  relieved 
very  substantially  of  the  amount  required  to  meet  the 
school  budget.  Let  us  hope  that  the  Representatives 
from  Hooksett  as  well  as  from  the  other  towns  in  the 
State  will  smile  favorably  upon  this  bill. 

Your  schools  have  again  been  pointed  out  through 
its  graduates  as  some  of  the  best  in  the  State.  Your 
teachers,  with  few  exceptions,  have  availed  themselves 
of  the  extension  courses  and  summer  work  in  order  to 
improve  and  understand  the  psychology  of  the  child 
and  his  mental  and  physical  growth.  There  continues 
to  be  improvement  all  along  the  line  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  men  who  are  now  working  within  the  system 
will  continue  to  be  with  us  another  year. 

Again,  may  I  thank  the  Members  of  the  School 
Board,  Teachers,  Parents,  and  Friends  of  the  schools 
who  have  so  kindly  kept  faith  with  the  American  tradi- 
tion.
